The Finn Resolution. 


Below 'u a copy of the reform resolu- 


tion introduced at the council meeting 
Monday by Alderman Finn before his re- 
tirement, which resolution was pigeon- 
holed, to be acted upon by the new coun- 
cil: 


Resolved, That hereafter all fees, pen- 


alti'se, forfeitures and emoluments at- 
taching to any city offiae for which a 
definite salary is provided shall be paid 
into the city treasury and reported to the 
city council. The city attorney is in- 
structed to prepare an ordinance in ac- 
cordance herewith. 


It is figured that the placing of the 


fees for licenses and for various other ser- 
vices in the city treasury would net some- 
thing over $1,200 and would be no hard- 
ship to any of the city officers who now 
receive stated salaries. The salary of the 
city clerk is $1,200. The fees' that have 
been allowed him heretofore increased 
his pay considerably. The fees of the 
county officers are not permitted to go 
to them, but all aie reported, and if there 
is an excess over the salaries allowed, the 
excess (toes into the county treasury. 
There are no perquisites or "extras" for 
the county officials.

THE conference of the Farmer'u Mu- | 


tnal Benefit! association, the Farmers 
Alliance, the State Orange and the 
Knights of Labor adopted the following 
deliverance at Springfield: 


That since this organization is made 


up of members of all political parties, 
each member is expected to be a mis- 
sionary in his own party; that only men 
favorable to our reasonable demands are 
nominated for office in which they may 
affect our interests as a class. We, as 
members of different parties, expect to 
find them in the rank of our respective 
party but should we be disappointed we 
shall be excused if we insist on votirg 
for our friends. We furthei recommend 
to our members that they take an active 
and leading part in political primaries 
and conventions of all parties, audthat 
they give expression to their views and 
wishes in such primaries and conventions 
by instructions to delegates and resolu- 
tions unmistakable 
m terms 
upon 


the subject of political economy now 
before the public. That the organiza- 
tions here represented are in no wine 
political in a party sense, and therefore 
we recommend that we make no state 
nominations as a separate party, but that 
in legislative, senatorial and congressional 
nominations we demand of all candidates 
that they be publicly pledged to nun- 
tain the principles and demands berem 
set forth, and that we will support no 
candidate not so pledged. That we are 
in favor of the free and nnlircitedtMtBage 
of silver, an this country needs and 
demands a circulating medium commen- 
surate with the requirements of the com- 
mercial interests ot the producing classes. 
That we further demand an amendment 
to the oonsititntion ot the United States 
requiring United States senators to be 
elected by direct vote of the people. 
That we demppd the enactment of a 
national law which will prohibit the deal- 
ing in futures of all agricultural products, 
and tnat we are 
uncompromisinwly 


opposed to the principles of taxing the 
many for the benefit of a few, 
and nre 


therefore in favor of a graduated income 
tax. We demand that the railroad And 
warehouse commissioners be elected by a 
direct vote of the people and that the 
present commissioners be urged to take 
immediate action npon the complaints 
now pending for overcharges on live 
stock.

He 
says: "I am probably the largest farmer 
in Ohio, I th-nk I have more acres of 
farm land than any man in the State, 
and 1 think I ought to know what the 
farmer wants to make him prosperous. 
fie certainly does not want free trade1 


Protection has built up our manufBoti"-- 
ing industry, where it occupies large 
numbers of workmen, who consume tLe 
farmers' products. With free trade these 
workers would have no occupation ex- 
cept to become tillers of the soil and by 
their competition .with the present 
farmers would make the condition ot 
agriculture 
very poor 
indeed. The 


trouble with farm products at present is 
that they come into competion in the 
markets of the world, with the wheat 
grown in India, Australia and Russia, 
with the sheep grown in Australia and 
South America, with the cattle and bides 
of the Argentine Republic) and so on. 
The prices are not determined by what 
goes on in the boundaries of the Onited 
States, but what goes on in the whole 
world, because we produce more than we 
consume. If the 
occupants 
ot our 


people oonld be extended in other lines 
than agriculture so as to take up our sur- 
plus products, breadstuff^, nod it im- 
migration of poor people wLo go into 
farming in the west as their best means 
of getting subsistence couli be checked 
the farmer would quickly see an improve- 
ment in his condition. But he would be 
the first man to be ruined by free trade 
and the breaking down of our manufac- 
turing industries.''

The bt Jean de Dieu Asylum, com-

high, other portions "of the building 
five ThetSisters of Providence spent 
in founding and organizing this institu- 
tion $1,132,000 of which sum $700,000 
was spent in building

was insured by the Government for 
8300,0*0 in the Royal Insurance Com 
pany 
This sum bas been reinsured in 


eighteen local companies in sums vary 
ing from 85,000 to »32,000 


The patients who had fled from tbe
